Your memorandum to me of October 29, 1962 requested 
that Imake certain determinations required by law, and 

issue implementing instructions, which-would enable the 
United States Government to offer reciprocal privileges 
to the American Republics to establish radio stations at 
or near their embassies in Washington, D. C. 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by Section 305(¢) 
of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, as added 
by Public Law 87-795, 76 Stat. 903, and as President of 
the United States, it is hereby determined to be consistent 
with the national interest and the interest of national see 
curity of the United States, for the American Republics 
with which the United States maintains diplomatic relations 
to construct and operate at the seat of Government of the 
United States, a low power radio station in the fixed serve 
ice at or near the site of the embassy of such American 
Republic for transmission of its messages to points oute 
side the United States. 


You are hereby directed, in consultation with interested 
departments, agencies and other instrumentalities of the 
United States Government, to take all steps required to 
consummate the arrangements necessary for the establish= 
ment of radio facilities in Washington by such foreign 


exnabassies. 
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
